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CLIMAXES  GAY  PRIDE  WEEK 
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Celebrating  what  author  Kate  Millett 
called  the  creation  of  “a  new  life,  a  new 
existence,  a  new  culture,”  over  500  New 
England  gays  joined  10,000  brothers  and 
sisters  in  New  York  last  Sunday  to  climax 
Gay  Pride  Week  with  Christopher  Street 
Liberation  Day  1074.  The  sixty-block 
march  and  festival,  held  annually  in  re¬ 
membrance  of  the  I960  Stonewall  Bar 
resistance  that  marked  a  new  era  in  gay 
history,  began  around  noon  at  the  corner 
of  Bleeker  and  Christopher  Streets  in 
Greenwich  Village.  Boston  area  gays,  del¬ 
egations  from  New  Hampshire,  Worcester, 
Hartford,  and  other  New  England  locali¬ 
ties  marched  with  groups  from  all  over  the 
east  coast  and  as  far  away  as  Alberta,  Af¬ 
rica,  and  Greece  The  parade  route  took 
them  down  Christopher  Street  past  Gay 
Street  to  the  Avenue  of  the  Americas, 
where  they  began  the  long  trek  through  the 
heart  of  Manhattan  to  Central  Park. 

The  march,  headed  by  a  large  group  of 
women,  included  church,  political,  aca- 


GAYS  MEET  GLOBE 


Greater  understanding  between  the  Bos 
ton  Globe  and  the  gay  community  was 
hopefully  one  result  of  last  Monday’s  meet 
ing  between  several  gay  people  and  editors 
of  the  Bostn  Globe  at  the  Globe  offices  in 
Dorchester. 

The  meeting,  arranged  by  Gay  Media 
Action  and  the  Gay  Speakers’  Bureau,  was 
intended  by  the  gays  to  be  a  consciousness- 
raising  session,  to  give  Globe  reporters, 
writers,  and  other  newsstaff  people  a  chanc 
to  meet  and  get  to  know  upfront,  openly 
gay  people.  But  it  was  mostly  editors  who 
were  there  from  the  Globe,  and  thus  a  large 
part  of  the  90-minute  meeting  centered  on 
discussion  of  the  Globe’s  advertising  poli¬ 
cies  and  coverage  of  gay  news. 

The  gays  claimed  that  the  Globe 's  cov¬ 
erage  of  the  Boston  Gay  Pride  March  was 
very  poor.  They  pointed  out  that  the 
Globe  article  made  no  mention  of  the  his¬ 
tory  of  Gay  Pride  Week,  its  meaning,  or 
any_of  the  other  events  during  the  week. 
They  also  stated  that  600  people  (the 
Glofc’s  estimate,  which  was  challenged  by 
the  gays  as  being  conservative)  taking  part 
in  a  Gay  Parade  was  equivalent  to  many 
times  that  number  of  people  participating 
in,  say,  a  peace  demonostration,  due  to  the 


long  personal  and  social  struggles  often 
necessary  before  one  can  appear  publicly 
as  “gay.”  The  Globe  admitted  the  article 
was  not  well-written,  but  pointed  out  that 
it  had  given  more  coverage  than  most  of 
the  other  local  “straight”  media. 

Several  of  the  gays  explained  to  the 
Globe  how  good  coverage  of  gay  events  in 
the  straight  media  is  important  for  the  af¬ 
firmation  of  rural  and  other  gays  who  are 
isolated  from  the  gay  media. 

The  issue  of  the  Globe’s  refusal  to  run  a 
classified  ad  submitted  by  the  GCN  sub¬ 
scription  department, (see  story,  GCN  is¬ 
sue  No.  1-52)  was  also  brought  up.  Mr. 
Winship  stated  that  the  problem  was  not 
one  of  policy  (he  quoted  from  a  Globe  ad¬ 
vertising  policy  statement  which  said  that 
the  Globe  does  not  categorically  reject  gay 
advertising),  but  rather  a  problem  of  com 
munication  of  the  policy  to  all  of  the 
Globe’s  classified  ad  personnel.  He  stated 
that  if  the  ad  were  resubmitted,  it  would 
run. 

Another  point  raised  by  the  gays  was 
the  importance  of  openly  gay  reporters 
being  available  to  cover  gay  topics.  Allen 
Young  suggested  that  the  Globe  could 
make  it  easier  for  its  gay  reporters  and 


other  staff  to  be  upfront  and  open  if  there 
was  a  policy  that  no  Globe  employee  would 
be  fired  because  he/she  is  a  homosexual. 

At  the  Globe’s  request  topics  were  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  gays  for  future  stories  and 
articles.  Besides  better  coveraee  of  gay 
events  and  legislation,  it  was  suggested  that 
the  Globe  could  do  articles  on  the  subtle 
oppression  that  many  gays  face  every  day, 
and  investigative  reporting  to  demytholo 
gize  gay  lifestyles  (such  as  a  court  record 
investigation  to  challenge  the  myth  that 
homosexuals  are  child-molesters). 

The  meeting  ended  with  ti  projnise  of 
future  meetings,  the  next  time  with  Globe 
reporters.

demic,  social  and  otjier  groups,  many  fol¬ 
lowing  colorful  banners  and  emblems. 
Besides  New  England’s  famous  Rhino  float, 
which  attracted  considerable  media  atten¬ 
tion,  prominent  sights  of  the  parade  in¬ 
cluded  the  Victoria  Wood  Hall  Women’s 
Marching  Band,  a  mass  of  black  balloons 
held  by  men  in  black  leather,  church  offi¬ 
cials  in  their  lavender  and  gold  liturgical 
robes,  a  “Family  of  Fabulous  Freaks” 
pushing  a  handcart  of  balloons,  flags, 
greenery  and  doves.  Two  horse-and-buggy 
rigs  brought  up  the  rear.  As  the  parade 
proceeded  up  the  Avenue  of  the  Americas, 
a  figure  reminiscent  of  the  Wicked  Witch 
of  the  West  in  “The  Wizard  of  Oz”  roller¬ 
skated  and  pirouetted  aroundthe  march¬ 
ers.  much  to  their  delight. 

Gay  imagination  showed  its  verbal  as 
well  as  visual  facets.  Posters  with  remarks 
like  “Is  the  Pope  jealous  because  we  wear 
prettier  dressed'.’,”  “Mother  Nature  is  a 
Lesbian,”  “Catholics  get  down  on  their 
knees,”  and  “Virginia  is  for  (Gay)  lovers,” 
dotted  the  parade.  People  wore  T-shirts 
inscribed  with  “Super-Queer”  and  “Sissy.” 

After  the  long,  hot  march  to  the  Park, 
people  pressed  into  the  shade  toward  a 
stage  where  speakers  and  singers  exhorted 
and  entertained  until  about  six  o’clock. 
Washington,  D.C.,’s,  Franklin  Kameny  and 
New  York’s  Jean  O'Leary  gave  co-keynote 
addresses.  Kameny  spoke  about  recent 
gay  victories,  noting  that  the  “Sodomy 
laws  are  falling  like  the  autumn  leaves,” 
and  urged  gay  people  to  get  themselves 
elected  to  public  office  to  continue  efforts 
toward  gay  liberation.  Kameny’s  call  for

MAKE  IT  HAPPEN 
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Reaching  Out 


About  35  persons  attended  one  or  both 
“Outreach”  sessions  held  at  CSMH  during 
Gay  Pride  Week.  The  first  session,  “Am  I 
Gay,”  dealt  with  problems  of  identity  anc 
self-acceptance.  The  group,  which  includ 
ed  half  a  dozen  resource  persons,  shared 
experiences  of  self-discovery  and  the  prob 
lenrs  and  joys  experience  as  a  result.  A 
wide  range  of  routes  of  entry  into  the  gay 
world  emerged  from  the  discussion,  as 
well  as  a  multiplicity  of  definitions  of  wha 
it  means  to  say  “I'm  gay.”  After  initial 
round-robin  conversation,  the  session 
broke  up  into  three  groups  (one  all-female 
one  all-male,  and  the  third  mixed)  for  , 
more  intensive  consideration  of  particular 
concerns. 

The  second  session,  “Out  of  the  Closet 
and  Into  the  What,”  focused  on  the  haz¬ 
ards  and  opportunities  of  functioning 
after  the  question  “Am  I  Gay?”  has  been 
answered.  Again  a  diversity  of  choices 


was  evident,  and  discussion  revolved 
around  what  styles  were  worth  adapting 
or  creating.  The  point  was  made  that  it 
was  unwise  either  to  romanticize  straight 
role  models,  such  as  marriage  (and  there¬ 
fore  to  undergo  self-inflicted  anguish 
through  unfavorable  and  unwise  compari¬ 
son)  or  to  drive  a  wedge  between  being 
gay  and  being  human,  forgetting  that  the 
processes  of  getting  oneself  together  as  a 
whole  person,  of  making  friends,  of  find¬ 
ing  meaningful  roles  in  life,  are  problems 
we  share  with  all  people.  The  group  was 
pleased  with  the  increasing  tolerance  and 
maturity  evidenced  in  the  Boston  gay  com¬ 
munity,  though  concern  was  expressed 
that  we  eliminate  our  own  stereotypes 
(the  notion  that  “commg'ouf  always  in¬ 
volves  great  trauma,  for  instance)  and  that 
we  develop  further  the  ability  to  laugh  at 
and  with  ourselves  on  occasion. 


Neighborhoods  Night 


Gay  people  all  over  the  Boston  area 
tried  a  new  approach  to  organizing  last 
Wednesday  evening, lune  26,  as  they 
gathered  in  their  neighborhoods.  Gay 
Community  Night  meetings  were  held  in 
Arlington,  Allston,  Brighton,  several  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  Cambridge,  Charlestown, 
Dorchester,  Brockton,  the  Fenway  area, 
Jamaica  Plain,  the  Lincoln,  Concord,  Lex¬ 
ington  area,  St.  Botolph  Street,  Framing- 
ham,  Somerville,  the  South  End,  and  Wal- 
tham-Watertown.  Meetings  ranged  in  size 
from  50  in  the  South  End  to  two  each  in 
Brockton  and  St.  Botolph.  Low  turnouts, 
according  to  Debbie,  a  spokesperson  for 
the  Somerville  gathering,  may  have  been 
the  result  of  poor  publicity. 

Rasons  for  gathering  and  the  character 
of  the  meetings  varied.  “The  primary 
thing  in  Charlestown,”  according  to  Ian 
Johnson,  an  organizer  of  that  community’s 
get-together,  “is  that  people  feel  isolated 
and  want  the  support  of  a  gay  commun¬ 
ity.”  Sheri  Barden,  however,  described  the 
South  End  as  a  place  where  gays  have  been 
accepted  for  a  long  time.  She  saw  their 
barbecue  as  primarily  social  rather  than 
political  Dave  Ryder,  a  Framingham  or¬ 
ganizer,  felt  that  his  group  would  concen¬ 
trate  on  influencing  local  state  legislators 
but  would  avoid  “rah  rah  political  activity.” 

Most  meetings,  in  fact,  were  more  so¬ 
cial  than  political,  with  pot  luck  suppers 
and  parties  dominating  the  evening.  In 
some  meetings,  men  and  women  traded 


stories  about  gay  life  in  their  neighbor¬ 
hoods  or  gay  problems  in  general,  but  peo¬ 
ple  spent  most  of  their  time  simply  get¬ 
ting  to  know  each  other  and  having  fun. 

In  some  cases,  people  came  to  their  first 
gay  meeting.  One  woman  in  Waltham- 
Watertown  said  she  had  little  inclination  to 
go  into  a  Boston  bar,  but  felt  very  com¬ 
fortable  meeting  with  her  neighbors. 

Conspicuously  absent  from  Community 
Night,  however,  were  Back  Bay  and  Bea¬ 
con  Hill  neighborhoods.  Ian  Johnson  re¬ 
ported  several  inquiries  about  these  areas, 
but  apparently  no  one  thought  it  necess¬ 
ary  to  organize  in  what  has  been  described 
as  Boston’s  “gay  ghetto.” 

Most  groups  have  plans  for  further  ac¬ 
tivities.  Many,are  setting  up  places  and 
dates  for  meetings;  others  have  more  spe¬ 
cific  plans.  The  Somerville  group,  for  ex¬ 
maple,  may  put  together  a  skit  for  the 
town’s  educational  television  station.  Fen- 
gay  plans  to  staff  Cabaret’s  Rhino  Room 
and  continue  its  efforts  to  prevent  the  de¬ 
foliation  of  the  Fens.  The  Gay  Neighbors'*  • 
of  Cambridge  will  hold  a  Bastille  Day 
(July  14)  picnic.  All  groups  hope  to  make 
themselves  knwon  to  more  and  more  gays 
in  their  locales. 

Future  plans  include  romance  too,  at 
least  for  the  Brockton  group  of  two.  When 
contacted  by  GCN  a  few  days  after  their 
First  meeting,  the  spokesperson  announced 
that  he  and  his  friend  were  having  their 
second  meeting  at  that  very  moment.  He 
described  the  group’s  organization  as  “very 
effective.” 
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Phoenix  £ap 


On  Wednesday,  June  26,  at  1  o’clock, 
Loretta  Lotman,  Chairperson  of  Gay  Media 
Action,  officially  released  the  GMA  state¬ 
ment,  confirming  The  Boston  Phoenix  as 
the  “victim”  of  this  year’s  Gay  Media  Zap, 
whereupon  about  thirty  protesters  storm¬ 
ed  the  Phoenix  office  that  was  virtually 
empty.  The  protesters’  Zap  was  probably 
anti-climactic  in  comparison  to  what  they 
had  envisioned.  Nonetheless,  the  gays  did 
succeed  in  engaging  the  staff  in  over  an 
hour  of  serious  dialogue  and  elicited  from 
them  strong  verbal  commitments  toward 
responsible  coverage  of  the  gay  commun¬ 
ity- 

The  intentions  behind  the  Zap  were  to  \ 
show  the  strength  and  solidarity  of  the 
Gay  Community,  make  the  paper’s  staff 
aware  of  their  injustices,  and  demonstrate 
through  non-violent  protest  and  dialogue, 
gays’  unyielding  demand  for  complete  and 
honest  coverage  of  themselves  in  mass 
media. 

To  be  sure,  the  Phoenix  is  by  no  means 
the  only  newspaper  or  station  guilty  of 
ignoring  or  misrepresenting  the  gay  com¬ 
munity.  Almost  all  media  organizations 
have,  at  one  time  or  another,  blatantly  in¬ 
jured  the  status  of  homosexuals.  All  of 
these  organizations  were,  earlier,  sent 
warnings  by  Gay  Media  Action,  that  if 
they  continued  their  abuse  of  gays,  they 
would  be  zapped.  It  was  hoped  that  dur¬ 
ing  that  time,  those  organizations  would 
reexamine  their  policies  toward  gay  peo¬ 
ple. 

The  Phoenix  was  especially  deserving  of 
this  honor.  In  her  statement  urging  homo¬ 
sexuals  to  protest  the  Phoenix,  Ms.  Lot- 
man  charged  the  paper  with  1)  Carrying 
only  two  stories  of  specific  interest  inthe 
gay  community,  since  January;  2)  Making 
no  attempt  to  engage  either  free  lance 
writers  or  staff  to  cover  the  community; 

3)  Holding  articles  of  vital  interest  to  the 


gay  community  on  the  grounds  that  there 
was  not  enough  space  and  later  dismissing 
them  as  dated;  4)  Failure  on  the  part  of 
the  previous  and  current  editor  to  respond 
to  messages  and  calls  from  Gay  Media  Ac¬ 
tion  and  5)  Lifting  from  GCN,  the  few 
mentions  of  gay  news  that  ran  in  their  col¬ 
umns. 

None  of  the  four  editors  present  offer¬ 
ed  any  defense  of  their  actions.  Editor  Bill 
Miller  admitted,  “You’ve  pointed  an  area 
we’ve  been  lacking  in.  We’ve  done  pretty  : 
poorly.”  The  staff  did  qualify  their  actions  : 
by  stating  thatt  there  was  a  serious  space 
problem,  a  high  overturn  of  staff,  and  crit-  j 
ical  disorganization.  Miller  also  stressed  ; 
that,  “That  there  is  no  ov^rt  attempt  to  ex¬ 
clude  any  area,  There  is  no  regular  cover¬ 
age  of  any  area.  We  don’t  cover  every¬ 
thing  that  goes  on  in  prisons.” 

The  four  editors  present:  Miller,  Laura 
Catz  (copy  editor),  David  Marrand  (manag¬ 
ing  editor)  and  Janet  Maslin  (film  editor) 
all  made  general  commitments  to  fairly 
and 'regularly  cover  the  Gay  Community  but 
offered  no  specific  plans  for  doing  so.  The 
most  specific  plan  offered  by  Miller  was 
that  he  would  “bring  it  up  at  the  next 
meeting.” 

Although  it  is  at  this  time  impossible  to 
assess  the  success  of  the  Zap,  the  partici¬ 
pants  felt  there  were  certain  indications 
that  the  Phoenix  would  meet  at  least  some 
of  the  demands.  David  Marrand  and  Janet 
Maslin,  a  highly  respected  feminist  film 
eolumnist,  were  especially  attentive;  they 
directed  themselves  toward  the  group’s 
questions  and  spoke  with  what  appeared 
to  be  genuine  concern.  It  was  later  learned 
that  the  editor  was  willing  to  interview  any 
legitimate  gay  writer,  interested  in  cover¬ 
ing  events  in  the  community  on  a  free  lance 
basis. 

We  urge  all  legitimate  gay  writers  to  con¬ 
tact  Mr.  Miller  as  soon  as  possible.

unity  contrasted  somewhat  with  the  re¬ 
marks  of  O’Leary,  who  addressed  herself 
chiefly  to  the  women.  While  urging  unity 
with  men  on  shared  issues,  she  condemned 
sexism  in  and  outside  the  movement  and 
called  for  more  focus  on  the  problem  of 
“lesbian  invisibility.”  A  separate  lesbian 
caucus  followed  her  address. 

The  gathering  reserved  its  most  enthu¬ 
siastic  reception  for  Sara  Montgomery,  a 
leader  of  the  national  “Parents  of  Gays.” 
After  reminding  lawmakers  that  “You  ei¬ 
ther  believe  in  our  bill  of  rights,  or  you  do 
not,”  she  urged  parents  of  gays  to  realize 
that  there  always  have  been  and  always 
will  be  gays,  and  a  gay  child  is  just  as  won¬ 
derful  as  a  straight  one.  Her  moving  ad¬ 
dress  closed  with  a  description  of  her  rap-' 
ture  when  she  first  saw  Michaelangelo’s 
“David.”  She  clleda  the  noble  image  a 


“symbol  of  gay  pride”  and  told  the  audi= 
ence,  “You  are  the  living,  breatihing  spirit 
of  that  “David”;  vou  will  do  battle  with 
today’s  Goliath.” 

Entertainers  such  as  Merrill  Shepherd, 
Maxine  Feldman,  Michael  Cohen,  Eleanor 
Reed,  Stephen  Grossman  and  Deadly  Night¬ 
shade  divided  the  time  with  Kate  Millett, 
Philadelphia  Gay  Raider,  Mark  Segal,  New 
Jersey’s  John  Gish  and  other  speakers. 
Feldman’s  sing-along  songs  were  particu¬ 
larly  well-received.  The  crowd  greeted 
Deadly  Nightshade’s  performance  with 
dancing  and  cries  for  more. 

Some  New  England  participants  felt 
that  the  celberation  was  rather  low-keyed 
and  disorganized,  but  most  seemed  to  have 
enjoyed  themselves  as  they  boarded  buses 
for  the  return  to  Boston. 
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^Governor  Sargent  is  preparing  a  state¬ 
ment  on  Gay  Rights  in  the  near  future. 
But  his  office  has  only  received  three  let- 
ter^concerning  Gay  Rights  Legislation. 
(GCN  asked  everyone  to  write  two  weeks 
ago.)  The  legislators  simply  cannot  take 
us  seriously  unless  we  write  to  express  our 
views.  The  governor’s  office  expressly 
asked  Us  to  tell  the  gay  community  to 
write  more  letters.  Let  us  not  pass  up  this 
chance  to  help  get  our  rights.

Di  Graz  la 
Acts 


Boston  Police  Commissioner  Robert  J. 
diGrazia  has  ordered  two  departmental  in¬ 
vestigations  as  the  result  of  an  article  ap¬ 
pearing  in  GCN  last  month,  it  was  learned 
this  week. 

DiGrazia  ordered  the  police  depart¬ 
ment’s  legal  counsel  to  launch  an  imme¬ 
diate  investigation  into  charges  that  the 
F.I.O.  (Field  Interrogation-Observation 
reports)  used  on  “The  Block”  are  an  un¬ 
constitutional  invasion  of  privacy,  a  viola¬ 
tion  of  a  person’s  civil  rights,  and  a  forip 
of  harassmen'  used  against  gay  people. 
Legal  Counsel  Nicholas  Foundas  will  re¬ 
port  to  DiGrazia  on  the  results  of  his  in¬ 
quiry. 

The  commissioner  also  simultaneously 
issued  an  order  to  Police  Superintendent 
Jeffcmiah  F.  Sullivan,  head  of  the  Field 
Serivces  Division,  to  investigate  specific 
charges  indicating  that  police  officers  were 
engaging  in  antagonizing  words  and  actions 
during  the  course  of  investigations  while 
working  with  gay  people. 

GCN  will  release  the  results  of  these  in¬ 
quiries  as  they  become  available.

To  the  Editor, 

In  an  informative  article  by  David  Brill 
in  the  June  22  issue  of  GCN,  a  statement 
was  made  that  I  would  like  to  see  clarified. 
Analyzing  the  showing  of  this  year’s  Gay 
Rights  Bills,  and  in  particular,  that  bill 
dealing  with  legislation  that  would  prohibit 
discrimination  against  gays  in  civil  service 
jobs,  Mr.  Brill  stated:  « 

“.  .  .  though  we  have  allied  ourselves 
with  the  women’s  movement,  four  of  the 
eight  women  Representatives  voted  against 
it.  They  were:  Reps.  Eleanor  Cambasso 
of  Arlington,  Iris  Holland  of  Springfield, 
and  Mary  Fantasia  and  Marie  Howe,  both 
hailing  from  Cambridge  .  . 

I  would  like  to  know  if  it  is  Mr.  Brill’s 
supposition  that  women  politicians  should 
be  expected  to  be  more  sympathetic  to 
Gay  Rights  than  male  politicians.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  see  the  voting 
records  of  these  four  women  and  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  their  constituencies  would  be  re¬ 
ceptive  to  a  pro-gay  vote.  This  is  not 
meant  in  defense  of  politicians  who  are 
hurting  our  bills,  but  to  question  why 
women  Representative  were  singled  out. 

If,  as  Mr.  Brill  maintains,  an  alliance 
with  the  women’s  movement  is  a  prime 
factor  in  wooing  women’s  votes,  then  he 
also  must  be  maintaining  that:  (1)  the 
women  Representatives  are  feminists,  and 
are  aware  of  this  alliance,  and  (2)  Gay  Lib¬ 
eration  and  Women’s  Liberation  are  work¬ 
ing  hand  in  hand  for  Gay  and  Women’s 
rights. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  Gay  groups  in 
Boston,  save  for  DOB  and  some  other  gay 
women’s  groups,  who  have  worked  for 
the  Equal  Rights  Amendment,  or  who 
have  actively  supported  Women’s  Libera¬ 
tion  in  any  way.  Any  alignment  of  gay 
and  women’s  movements  benefits  primar-  t 
ily  gays,  and  gay  males  at  that.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  Gay  Liberation  has  done  little 
or  nothing  for  the  Women’s  Movement  in 
Boston.  I  would  like  to  see  information 
proving  me  wrong,  if  not  through  Mr. 

Brill,  then  through  the  GCN  or  its  readers. 

There  are  women,  and  more  than  just  a 
few,  who  have  been  lobbying,  speaking  out 
for,  and  in  other  ways  working  for  the 
Gay  Bills  over  the  past  few  years.  Anti- 
discrimination  would  benefit  both  gay 
men  and  women,  in  housing,  insurance, 
job  opportunities,  etc.  But  since  the  exist¬ 
ing  discrimination  is  chiefly  aimed  against 
gay  males,  it  should  not  be  surprising  if 
women  find  working  for  their  own  rights 
more  rewarding. 

Boston  gays,  male  and  female,  have 
been  working  toward  the  repeal  of  the 
sodomy  laws  for  some  time.  Any.  women 
lobbyists  working  for  that  repeal  should 
be  greatly  appreciated  for  the  primacy 
they  have  given  that  effort.  Any  anti-gay 
laws  that  can  be  stricken  from  the  books 
will  benefit  all  gays,  but  it  is  the  vast 
numbers  of  apathetic  male  homosexuals 
who  will  reap  the  real  rewards  of  the  re¬ 
peal  of  sodomy  laws.  After  all,  it  is  not 
the  female  of  the  species  who  gets  busted 
on  the  Block  or  in  the  men’s  room  at  Jor¬ 
dan  Marsh. 

My  question  is:  Should  female  poli¬ 
ticians,  more  so  than  their  male  countej- 
parts,  be  expected  to  offer  their  help  to 
their  gay  brothers?

Dear  GCN, 

When  it  comes  to  the  Gay  movement, 

I  like  to  think  of  myself  as  ecumenical, 
that  is  supportive  of  a  broad  spectrum  of 
efforts.  When  it  comes  to  the  Metropoli¬ 
tan  Community  Church,  for  example,  I 
have  argued  (with  some  gay  friends  who 
oppose  any  church)  that  the  MCC  provides 
a  constructive  context  for  gay  Christians 
to  get  together.  However,  Rev.  Larry  Ber¬ 
nier’s  fast  to  get  money  to  attend  a  church 
convention  in  San  Francisco,  as  reported 
in  the  June  15  issue  of  GCN,  struck  me  as 
ridiculous  and  a  little  embarrassing.  I  us¬ 
ually  think  of  a  spiritually  oriented  fast  as 
having  something  to  do  with  a  specific 
struggle  against  injustice  —  it  was  in  that 
context  that  Rev.  Troy  Perry  fasted  on  the 
steps  of  the  Federal  Building  in  Los  Ange¬ 
les,  protesting  police  harrassment  of  the 
gay  community.  But  fasting  to  raise  2.000 
bucks  for  a  church  convention!  Many 
times  I  travelled  to  such  places  as  Texas, 
Colorado,  Wisconsin,  and  California  for 
gatherings  related  to  my  activities  in  the 
New  Left,  the  underground  press,  and  gay 
liberation,  and  I  always  managed  to  make 
the  trip  without  such  hoopla.  Has  Larry 
Bernier  checked  into  Rides  and  Riders,  or 
the  WBCN  ride  listings,  or  the  ride  bulletin 
boards  of  the  area  colleges,  drive  away 
cars,  or  if  all  else  fails,  hitch-hiking  or  the 
Greyhound  bus? 

And  what  about  the  responsibility  of 
~  GCN  in  reporting  the  dramatic  event  —  a 
page  one  photo  feature  article!  The  church 
convention  is  described  as  “all  important,” 
yet  the'article  tells  us  nothing  about  why 
it  is  important  or  what  will  take  place 
there.

AS  THE  GLOBE  LEARNS

Allen  Young,  when  listing  his  creden¬ 
tials  in  the  field  of  journalism,  mentioned 
that  he  had,  at  one  time,  been  employed 
by  the  Washington  Post  as  a  reporter. 

The  eyebrows  of  the  Boston  Globe’s 
Bob  Phelps  shot  up.  An  Impression  Was 
Made.  Nothing  else  said  during  the  entire 
course  of  the  meeting  between  Boston  gays 
and  Globe  representatives  caused  Mr. 
Phelps’s  eyebrows  to  escalate  again.  (I 
watched.) 

Tangible  results  of  any  meeting  such  as 
the  one  held  last  week  in  the  Globe  dining 
room  can  only  be  relayed  with  time.  Af¬ 
ter  the  Globe's  shoddy  reporting  of  the 
Gay  Pride  Parade,  and  its  refusal  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  GCAT s  innocent  classified  ad,  the 
Boston  newspaper  should  consider  itself 
lucky  that  it  was  not  the  target  of  last 
week’s  Gay  Media  Zap.  In  fact.  Globe 
Editor  Tom  Winship  was  not  easily  con¬ 
vinced  that  Gay  Pride  Week  was  news¬ 
worthy  enough  to  rate  decent  media  cov¬ 
erage.  It  had  to  be  pointed  out  to  him 
(and  more  than  once)  that  gay  people, 
both  in  Boston  and  in  New  England’s  se¬ 
cluded  towns,  had  the  right  to  expect 
accurate  and  extensive  reporting  of  the 
commemoration  of  the  Fifth  Anniversary 
of  Gay  Liberation. 

Winship.  Phelps,  A1  Larkin,  Bob  Heal¬ 
ey,  Kay  Longcope,  and  Ian  Menzies  were 
the  Globe’s  defenders,  newspaper  heavy¬ 
weights  all.  The  Gay  Speakers  Bureau 
entourage  of  Young,  Loretta  Lotman, 

David  Peterson,  Ann  Wadsworth,  and  my¬ 
self,  were  expecting  to  discuss  gays  in  and 
out  of  the  media  with  the  rank  and  file 
Globe  reporters.  But  as  it  turned  out.  the 
Top  Brass  decided  that  they  might  profit 
from  the  exchange.  (Or  was  it  just  that 
the  proposed  meeting  had  not  been  ade¬ 
quately  reported  to  the  rank  and  file?) 

Winship  himself  was  a  study  in  power. 
Although  he  came  across  as  Perry  White, 
omnipotent  Editor  in  Chief  of  the  Daily 
Planet,  he  also  played  Superman.  Winship 
expertly  and  successfully  manipulated  the 
entire  meeting,  and  to  a  certain  extent, 
everyone  in  it.  When  he  tired  of  a  sub¬ 
ject,  that  subject  was  changed.  While  he 
seemed  reasonably  open  to  everything 
said,  what  actually  sank  in  is  a  mystery. 
Winship  took  notes  during  the  encounter, 
often  underlining  a  sentence  several  times 
for  emphasis.  When  he  was  reminded  that 
the  Lavender  Rhino  subway  campaign 
could  use  the  Globe's  support,  he  made  a 
note  of  it  by  circling  the  GCN' s  Rhino 
headline  three  times.  When  the  meeting 
began,  Loretta  asked  why  it  couldn't  be 
held  in  the  cafeteria  instead  of  behind 
closed  doors,  so  that  more  people  would 
be  able  to  participate  in  it.  Winship  ans¬ 
wered  that  “We  don’t  like  to  use  this 


building  for  campaigning.”  And  at  the 
cordial  ending  of  the  encounter,  the  Edi¬ 
tor  of  the  Globe  walked  away  with  a  stack 
of  GCNs  under  his  arm.  He  had  broken  it 
up  by  looking  at  his  watch  at  5  p.m., 
and  saying  “Well,  we’ve  got  a  paper  to  put 
out.” 

Some  concrete  results  were  derived 
-from  the  meeting:  The  admission  by  the 
Globe  that  recent  coverage  of  Gay  Pride 
Week  was  inadequate,  and  Winship’s  sug¬ 
gestion  that  the  GCN  ad  be  resubmitted 
for  print.  Winship  maintained  that  the  ad 
had  mistakenly  been  rejected.  He  clung 


to  his  denial  that  the  Globe  is  purposely 
refusing  certain  advertisements,  thus  dis- 
regaring  its  liberal  advertising  policy.  And 
Winship  gave  a  confusing  reasorl  as  to  why 
the  submitted  ad  of  another  prominent 
gay  publication  had  been  rejected.  That 
proposed  ad  mentioned  the  Rev.  Paul 
Shanley,  minister  to  the  gay  and  bisexual 
communities  in  Boston.  Winship  strongly 
objected  to  “mixing  religion  with  politics.’ 

And  although  no  promises  were  given, 
the  Globe  representatives  seemed  quite 
amenable  to  several  ideas.  Among  these 
were  Allen  Young’s  proposal  that  the 
Globe  institute  a  policy  that  would  as¬ 
sure  all  newspaper  employees  that  their 
job  security  would  not  be  affected  by 
their  sexual  preference.  Young  repeatedly 
stressed  the  need  for  openly  gay  reporters. 
He  insisted  that  if  a  heterosexual  reporter 
lacked  knowledge  of  gay  culture  and  prob¬ 
lems,  or  if  a  case  of  homophobia  prevent¬ 
ed  that  reporter  from  giving  fair  or  exten¬ 
sive  treatment  to  gay  issues,  then  the  log¬ 
ical  step  would  be  to  remedy  the  situa¬ 
tion  by  hiring  gay  reporters. 

The  Globe  staff,  did,  in  general,  ap¬ 
pear  interested  and  open  to  gay  issues. 
Winship  expressed  interest  in  David  Peter¬ 
son's  coming-out  to  his  parents,  and  asked 
where  he  could  find  a  central,  national 
gay  information  source.  (The  National 
Gay  Task  Force.) 

Although  Inn  Menzies,  who  wrote  the 
piece  on  Rev.  Randy  Gibson  and  the 
Charles  Street  Meetinghouse  last  Decem¬ 
ber,  did  not  express  too  many  opinions, 
he  did  ask  relevant  questions.  And  Kay 
Longcope,  who  seems  to  be  quoted  every 
other  week  in  the  GCN' s  “Did  You  See” 
column,  proved  why  she  rates  the  atten¬ 
tion:  Ms.  Longcope  obviously  has  a  deep 
and  dedicated  interest  in  gay  issues  and 
rights.  As  for  A1  Larkin,  I  for  one  came 
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away  from  the  meeting  without  the  fog¬ 
giest  notion  of  where  he  stood  on  any¬ 
thing.  He  was  just  The  Beautiful  Boy  in 
the  room.  Bob  Healey,  who  is  the  Globe' s 
Executive  Editor  and  the  author  of  the 
“Political  Circuit”  column,  mainly  yessed 
Winship.  But  perhaps  that  is  the  function 
of  Executive  Editors.  The  Glober  whom 
I  felt  showed  the  most  personal  interest 
in  gay  problems  and  issues  was  Bob 
Phelps.  He  especially  wanted  to  hear 
about  Loretta  Lotman’s  work  with  the 
media,  and  the  discrimination  she  has 
faced  from  the  straight  world.  (Although 
highly  qualified,  Ms.  Lotman  is  finding  it 
hard  to  find  employment  in  her  field,  pri¬ 
marily  due  to  her  gay  activities.)  Phelps 
also  wanted  to  know  about  the  way  gays 
suffered  from  the  ordinary,  day-to-day 
oppressive  attitudes  of  society. 

The  Globe  Representatives  asked  us 
what  kind  of  coverage  of  gay  events  and 
stories  we  would  like  to  see  in  the  paper. 
Some  of  the  answers  included:  more  fea¬ 
tures  such  as  the  upcoming  Globe  report 
on  homosexual  couples  living  together 
which  is  scheduled  to  appear  this  sum¬ 
mer  (Winship  asked  Healey  “how  it  was 
coming  along.”  Healey  replied  that  the 
feature  was  “still  in  the  works.”),  exposes 
and  investigative  reporting  on  the  discrim¬ 
inatory  practices  used  against  gays,  and 
psychological  studies  such  as  the  harm 
done  to  gay  men  by  the  derogatory  use  of 
the  word  “faggot.” 

The  overwhelming  feeling  which  one 
received  from  the  Globe  people  was  that 
homosexuals  have  come  a  long  way,  baby, 
in  the  past  few  years, and  you  should  be 
grateful  for  that.  Whenever  this  feeling 
was  expressed  by  a  Globe  representative, 
it  was  quickly  counterattacked  with  ques¬ 
tions  such  as  “Why  are  homosexual  suc¬ 
cesses  and  martyrs  downplayed  (Auden, 
Waglei )  and  homosexual  villains  sensa¬ 
tionalized  (Corryl)?”  and  “Why  are  pub¬ 
licized  gay  events  primarily  the  tragedies 
and  scandals?”  David  Peterson  clearly 
drew  the  portrait  of  the  real  plight  of  gays 

we  are  the  victims  of  poor  and  preju¬ 
diced  coverage  by  the  straight  press,  or 
else  we  receive  no  coverage  at  all. 

During  the  course  of  the  meeting,  and 
especially  while  Ann  Wadsworth  was  get¬ 
ting  the  message  across  that  if  The  New 
York  Times  could  devote  adequate  space 
to  gay  issues,  then  the  Globe  could  too, 
Tom  Winship  sat  stabbing  a  pen  repeated¬ 
ly  into  a  styrofoam  coffee  cup.  Perhaps 
the  mention  of  a  rival  newspaper  which 
was  doing  a  superior  job  in  this  instance 
was  raising  Winship’s  blood  pressure,  be¬ 
cause  he  was  really  destroying  that  coffee 
cup.  I  told  Winship  that  his  action  was 
very  symbolic.  He  laughed,  but  immedi¬ 
ately  stopped  his  assault  on  the  cup.  Win¬ 
ship  did  seem  pleased  that  the  Globe  one- 
upped  the  rival  Herald  American.  When 
he  asked  if  the  Herald’s  coverage  of  the 
Parade  was  more  extensive  than  his  pa¬ 
per’s,  a'nd  the  answer  was  “no,”  Winship 
smiled.  But  the  Globe’s  puny,  inadequate 
sLx  column  inches  of  sarcasm  was  nothing 
to  boast  about.  (And  not  one  picture, 
and  with  a  subject  that  l  would  imagine 
to  be  a  photographer’s  paradise.) 

And  so  the  meeting  progressed  and  the 
Globe  learned.  Just  how  much  remains  to 
be  seen.

My  closed,  curtained  limousine,  famili¬ 
arly  known  as  the  COW  (Closet  on  Wheels), 
having  unaccountably  failed  to  show  up 
for  the  Gay  Pride  March  on  Saturday,  I 
put  Plan  B  into  effect.  Pursuant  to  in¬ 
structions  from  the  Feature  Editor,  I  dis¬ 
guised  myself  as  a  straight  and  set  out  to 
mingle  with  the  hordes  of  bystanders,  in 
order  to  get  something  of  the  perspective 
Robert  Burns  wanted  when  he  wrote 
“Oh,  what  a  power  God  would  gie  us,  to 
see  ourselves  as  others  see  us.”  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  thanks  to  little  or  no  advance  cov¬ 
erage  in  the  major  straight  media  and,  I 
think,  to  the  absence  of  a  band,  there 
were  probably  more  marchers  than  straight 
spectators. 

I  started  in  Copley  Square  (carrying  a 
library  book  on  Jansenism  as  a  cover);  the 
puzzled  though  tolerant  looks  by  bemused 
passersby  were  a  clue  to  public  reaction 
along  the  whole  route.  “My,  everybody 
groups  together  these  days,”  gushed  a 
young  lady  to  her  boyfriend.  Off  went 
the  parade  down  Dartmouth  Street,  and  I 
skipped  down  Boylston  to  meet  it  at  Ar¬ 
lington  and  Commonwealth,  the  best  spot 
for  pictures.  Aside  from  two  other  pre¬ 
sumably  gay  photographers,  the  only  wait¬ 
ing  spectator  at  that  prominent  point  was 
one  good-looking  twenty-year-old  who,  if 
my  antennae  aren’t  rusty  (and  in  recent 
months  I’ve  been  keeping  them  brightly 
polished)  was  gay  and  deeply  in  the  closet. 
The  parade  in  all  its  glitter  and  glory 
swung  by,  but  by  the  time  I  got  myself 
together  again  and  turned  to  tell  him 
about  our  Gay  Pride  Week  Outreach  ses¬ 
sions,  he  had  disappeared. 

My  next  stop  was  on  Charles  Street, 
but  everybody  around  there  was  supergay, 
except  people  trying  to  drive  through  the 
parade.  Our  very  own  Ellen  B.  Davis  was 
heard  raucously  berating  a  woman  driver 
trying  to  edge  past:  “Look,  lady,  are  you 
a  dyke?  This  is  a  Gay  Pride  parade!”  No 
response.  I  had  planned  a  Sporter’s-eye 
view,  but  by  the  time  I  got  more  film  and 
stopped  on  Pinckney  Street  to  buy  an 
orange  kool-ade  from  a  sweet  little  five- 
year-old  miss  (or  ms.),  the  parade  had  got¬ 
ten  ahead  of  me,  so  I  contented  myself 
with  a  clutch  of  assorted  denizens  of  a

D’ya  know 
what  would  happen  if  they  did  this  in  Mi¬ 
ami?  They’d  be  stoned  to  death!”  (Da¬ 
vid  Brill  reports  overhearing  a  similar  sen¬ 
timent  from  three  hairy  young  southern 
hippies:  “Man,  if  this  thing  was  in  Atlan¬ 
ta,  they’d  call  out  the  Army.”)  Dialogue 
between  marcher  and  disapproving  lady: 
“Madame,  do  you  know  your  son  might 
be  queer?”  “No,  he’s  a  man'.”  Young 
teenaged  boy  wearing  cross  pendant,  seen 
deeply  silent  and  very  alone  at  three  pla¬ 


it  was  1 1  o’clock  Saturday,  June  22. 
Several  women  and  men  .were  blowing  up 
balloons  declaring  “Gay  Pride  1974.”  An 
average  looking  heterosexual  father  was 
tying  the  Gay  Pride  balloons  onto  his 
three  children  and  telling  us  to  have  a 
nice  day.  What  a  beautiful,  positive  way 
to  start  our  day  of  pride. 

A  lavender  rhino  train  had  been  made 
so  that  those  who  couldn’t  march  openly 
could  march  incognito.  Rumor  had  it  that 
“An  Older  Gay”  was  going  to  march 
under  the  rhino.  As  we  got  underway  I 
turned  to  see  him  marching  “out”  with 
the  rest  of  us.  I  was  told  that  Ginny  C. 
had  to  march  under  the  rhino  but  there 
she  was  in  full  view.  It  was  not  a  day  for 
hiding,  There  was  a  time  for  hiding;  there 
was  a  time  for  fear  but  women  and  men 
can  now  look  around  and  see  that  they 
are  no  longer  alone.  Support  and  love 
have  taken  over  where  fear  and  hiding  left 
off. 

Agee  wrote,  “You  Can’t  Go  Home 
Again.”  I’ll  put  it  this  way ;  we  can’t  go 
back  again,  but  some  of  us  have  gone 
home  again  and  it’s  OK.  I  think  a  lot  of 
our  pain  and  anguish  is  in  our  own  hearts, 
we  sometimes  generate  our  own  fear. 

Once  you’ve  committed  yourself  to  be 
yourself  you  can’t  go  back  to  what  you 
were.  That  is  the  essence  of  Gay  Pride. 


ces  along  the  parade  route  —  what  was 
going  on  in  his  mind?  One  old  Irish  lady 
to  another:  “God  forbid  that  we  should 
get  mixed  up  in  this.”  Black  photograph¬ 
er,  after  I  gave  him  directions  and  warned 

him  that  a  parade  was  approaching  his 
car:  “Yeah,  I  already  took  some  pictures 
of  the  faggots.”  (So  much  for  minority 
solidarity.) 

I  raced  ahead  of  the  parade  and  sta¬ 
tioned  myself  inside  the  gateway  of  Old 
Granary  Burying  Ground,  hoping  to  get 
some  tourist-eye  views  from  the  Freedom 
Trail  followers.  A  burly  middleaged  man, 
seeing  my  camera,  pointed  out  the  parade 


Cry  it,  whisper  it,  say  it  softly  or  say  it 
loud:  “to  be  gay  is  to  be  very  very 
proud.” 

Part  of  me  says,  “Won’t  it  be  great 
when  the  day  comes  when  we  won’t  need 
to  march  and  celebrate  our  gay  pride,” 
but  another  part  of  me  will  miss  that  won¬ 
derful  sense  of  celebration  with  the  ones 
we  love.  But  then  the  love  we  feel  for  one 
another  should  reach  out  to  all  of  human¬ 
ity.  We  will  all  march  someday.  We  won’t 
need  a  band,  the  music  will  be  in  our 
hearts.  The  tune  will  be  all  music  for  all 
people.  The  chant  will  be  Human  Pride. 

1 1  may  not  come  in  my  lifetime  but  it  will 
come. 

Some  of  you  are  by  now  saying,  “The 
old  dyke  is  really  on  a  Utopian  dream 
trip,”  but  that  is  the  kind  of  week  it  has 
been  here  in  Boston.  This  has  been  the 
most  love  filled  week  I’ve  ever  known. 

Women  and  men  have  come  together, 
we’ve  hugged  and  laughed  and  cried. 

We’ve  said,  “I  love  you,”  without  shame. 

A  friend  called  from  Nantucket  for  no 
other  reason  than  to  say,  “I  love  you.”  My 
Mother  wrote,  “Don’t  have  much  news  but 
I  did  want  you  to  know  I  love  you  and  am 
thinking  of  you.” 

“To  every  thing  there  is  a  season,  and 
a  time  to  every  purpose  under  this  hea¬ 
ven”;  1974  is  “a  time  to  love.” 
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and  said  I  should  get  a  picture  of  that.  “I 
wonder  what  Sam  Adams  would  have 
thought  of  that,”  I  said.  “Jeez,  I  dunno” 
was  the  reply.  (So  much  for  revolution¬ 
ary  solidarity.)  But,  as  the  parade  progres¬ 
sed,  first  “incredible”  and  then  (at  the 
sight  of  the  rhino)  “fantastic”  escaped 
from  his  lips,  so  perhaps  his  consciousness 
had  been  successfully  raised.  I  excused 
myself  and  caught  up  with  David  Brill, 
who  passed  along  some  dialogue  he’d 
heard:  “There  seem  to  be  more  gay  men 
than  gay  women  here.”  “Yes,  but  are  you 
sure  you  can  tell  them  from  each  other?” 

At  the  corner  of  Park  and  Tremont, 
historically  known  as  “Brimstone  Corner,” 
a  drunk  had  been  given  a  balloon  marked 
“Gay  Pride  1974”;  the  crowd  was  thick, 
amused,  and  vocally  frank.  “Charley,  did 
you  see  all  them  fags?”  demanded  one  ten- 
year-old  of  his  friend.  Inside  the  Com¬ 
mon  I  neared  a  woman  with  seven  young 
girls  in  tow  just  as  she  saw  the  parade 
come  down  hill  from  the  State  House. 
“Looks  like  a  purple  elephant;  let’s  go 
see!”  So  over  they  went,  I  following. 

Kids:  “What’s  it  all  about?”  Mom:  “Tell 
you  later.”  Kids:  “Tell  us  now!”  Mom: 
no  response. 

My  general  impression,  corroborated 
with  only  a  few  contrary  incidents  by 
others,  is  that  Boston,  or  such  of  its  pop¬ 
ulace  as  was  there,  reacted  to  the  march 
with  a  rather  more  urbane  attitude  than  I 
would  have  expected.  A  number  of  peo¬ 
ple  focused  on  the  stereotypes,  of  course, 
and  there  was  great  interest  in  the  drag 
queens  wading  into  the  Frog  Pond  to  cool 
their  feet  after  the-long  march.  The  young 
blacks  I  saw  seemed  generally  more  hos¬ 
tile;  this  coupled  with  the  small  number 
of  blacks  in  the  parade  itself  suggests  the 
need  to  be  more  open  to  the  concerns  of 
our  black  brothers  and  sisters  who  must 
face  this  attitude  daily.  On  the  whole, 
though,  amused  toleration  was  the  key¬ 
note,  and  a  detached  but  benevolent  spec- 
tatorship  seemed  to  be  saying  “it’s  color¬ 
ful  and  fun;  enjoy  yourselves.”  Indeed,  - 
for  part  of  an  afternoon  it  seemed  that  the 
Athens  of  America  had  been  transformed 
into  the  Athens  of  Pericles,  which  boasted 
“We  have  no  black  looks  or  angry  words 
for  our  neighbor  if  he  enjoys  himself  in 
his  own  way.” 


Recently  we  at  the  Fag  Rag  received  a 
subscription  from  a  man  who  lives  in  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa.  (I  am  altering 
his  name  and  his  place  of  residence  so  US 
and  SA  police  won’t  be  able  to  identify 
him.)  Though  he  lives  in  Johannesburg, 
his  subscription  to  Fag  Rag  asked  that  his 
copies  be  sent  to  England.  “1  shall  not  be 
in  the  UK  for  some  time  to  come,”  Fred- 
ric  writes,  but  “my  mail  will  be  kept  for 
me  until  such  time  as  I  do  put  in  an  ap¬ 
pearance,  and  then  I  shall  have  a  field  day  ■ 
going  through  back  issues  of  all  these  pub¬ 
lications.” 

Fag  Rag  is  not  the  only  gay  paper  ban¬ 
ned  in  South  Africa;  so  is  Gay  Sunshine, 
The  Body  Politic,  The  Gay  Liberator. 
Fredric’s  attempt  to  receive  Dancing  the 
Gay  Lib  Blues,  Homosexual  Liberation, 
The  Queen’s  Vernacular,  and  The  Gay 
Manifesto  only  caused  the  “Controller  of 
Customs  and  Excise”  to  prohibit  them  at 
the  point  of  arrival.  Freedom  of  speech 
and  freedom  to  print  and  circulate  unpop¬ 
ular  ideas  are  always  under  attack  in 
America;  to  read  Fredric’s  letters  to  Fag 
Rag  gives  an  insight  into  what  living  in  an 
authoritarian  society  means  to  every  indi¬

vidual,  and  demonstrates  the  importance 
for  constant  struggle  against  allowing  cen¬ 
tralized  government’s  intrusion  into  pri¬ 
vate  lives. 

Anything  can  be  banned  in  South  Af¬ 
rica,  people  as  well  as  books.  This  list  in¬ 
cludes:  “records,  record  covers,  jacket 
covers  for  books,  statues,  paintings,  T- 
shirts  with  slogans  on  them,  panty  hose 
packets,  advertisements,  etc.”  The  Peace 
Symbol  is  banned  in  South  Africa.  Once 
any  matter  is  banned,  “it  is  a  crime  to  at¬ 
tempt  to  import  it.”  What  Americans 
were  outraged  by  —  “mail  covers”  by  the 
Nixon  Administration  against  its  “ene¬ 
mies”  —  is  part  and  parcel  of  everyday 
surveillance  of  citizens  in  South  Africa. 
Usually,  shipments  from  large  publishing 
houses  are  not  routinely  examined,  but 
deliveries  from  small  publishing  enter¬ 
prises  —  all  gay  press  falls  into  this  cate¬ 
gory  —  is  subject  to  official  scrutiny. 

“One  thing  they  really  don’t  like  is 
‘hard’  porno,  they  can  search  your  house 
without  a  search  warrant  if  they  have  rea¬ 
son  to  suspect  that  you  are  harbouring 
any  such  “horrible’  material,  and  it  is  an 
offense  to  have  it  in  your  possession  no 
matter  what  your  explanation." 

There  is  no  press  censorship  in  the  Re¬ 
public  of  South  Africa;  even  the  Prime 
Minister  says  so.  What  they  do  have  is  a 
“publications  control  board.”  The  board 


banned  the  volume  of  poetry  The  Male 
Muse.  “Laud  Humphrey’s  Out  of  the 
Qosets  ...  is  not  banned  here  simply  be¬ 
cause  they  haven’t  come  across  a  copy 
yet.” 

There’s  little  method  in  the  madness  of 
the  South  African  dictatorship.  Some¬ 
times  press  censorship  of  mail  “just  de¬ 
pends  on  factors  like  how  lazy  a  particular 
official  is  feeling  .  .  .”  No  explanations 
are  given  for  the  banning  of  any  material, 
and  often  the  recipient  of  the  banned  ma¬ 
terial  is  not  notified  of  the  confiscation. 
The  idiocy  of  the  repression  there  can  lead 
to  a  frustrating  situation  as  Fredric  des¬ 
cribes  below  in  the  banning  of  a 'person:! 

“A  banned  person  is  restricted  to  the 
magisterial  district  in  which  he  is  resident 
at  the  time  of  his^banning,  which  is  usualy- 
ly  an  area  of  a  few  square  miles.  They 
may  attend  no  gatherings,  gathering  is  so 
defined  to  mean  any  meeting  of  more  than 
two  persons,  so  a  banned  person  may  not 
talk  to  more  than  one  other  person  at  the 
same  time.  A  banned  person  may  not  en¬ 
ter  a  school,  factory,  etc.,  etc.,  he  may  not 
take  part  in  any  political  or  other  pressure 
organization  like  a  trade  union,  he  may 
not  converse  with  any  other  banned  per¬ 
son,  or  communicate  in  any  way,  he  may 
not  attend  parties  for  instance.  In  South 
Africa  a  passport  is  not  a  right  but  a  priv¬ 
ilege,  and  one  must  apply  for  one,  it  may

be  removed  at  any  time,  without  any  rea¬ 
sons  being  given,  banned  persons  are  of 
course  automatically  denied  passports .  .  . 
The  curious  position  arose  some  time  ago 
of  a  banned  person  being  given  an  exit 
permit,  that  is,  a  one  way  ticket  out  of 
South  Africa,  but  since  he  was  banned  he 
could  not  get  to  an  airport  because  there 
was  no  airport  in  his  magisterial  district, 
so  he  couldn’t  leave  after  all.” 

The  government  of  South  Africa  pro¬ 
motes  fear  among  its  citizens,  has  contempt 
for  them,  and  operates  like  a  scheme  of 
Catch-22.  Fredric  has  promised  to  write 
an  article  for  Fag  Rag  on  the  particular 
gay  oppression  in  that  unhappy  country, 
and  when  Fag  Rag  publishes  it,  he  won’t 
be  able  to  see  it,  perhaps  for  years,  until 
he  travels  to  Britain.  There’s  little  we  can 
do  to  alter  actions  of  the  government  of 
South  Africa  with  regard  to  its  banning  of 
gay  material;  but  we  needn’t  journey  to 
South  Africa  to  find  a  government  run  by 
a  mentality  that  proscribes  free  expression 
and  would  halt  the  exchange  of  informa¬ 
tion  and  creative  expression  on  grounds  of 
“subversion”  and  “obscenity.”  The  Great 
and  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  has  more  in  common 
with  the  lugheads  in  Pretoria  than  is  com¬ 
forting  for  anyone  who  fears  further  in¬ 
fringements  on  his  Constitutional  rights 
guaranteed  by  the  First  Amendment.

MALE 

HOMOSEXUALS 


by  Craig  Thiersch 

Male  Homosexuals,  by  Martin  S.  Weinberg 
and  Colin  J.  Wiliams.  New  York,  Ox¬ 
ford  University  Press,  1974. 

This  remarkable  book  is  set  off  from 
others  in  the  breadth  of  its  scope,  its  un- 
ushal  perspective,  its  activist  stance  to¬ 
ward  its  findings,  its  gold-mine  of  biblio¬ 
graphical  reference  to  other  studies,  and 
its  attempt  to  support  or  reject  various 
hypotheses  with  statistical  data,  judicious¬ 
ly  interpreted.  Rather  than  focusing  on 
etiology  of  homosexuality  (as  a  pathol¬ 
ogy),  it  focuses  on  the  interactions  be¬ 
tween  homosexual  and  heterosexual  so¬ 
ciety,  and  among  homosexuals  themselves. 

Its  theoretical  “framework”  is  that  of 
societal  reaction  theory,  an  approach  used 
in  other  sociological  studies  of  minority 
groups.  Three  different  societies,  the  U.S., 
Holland,  and  Denmark  are  examined,  in 
an  attempt  to  normalize  away  from  the 
extreme  anti-hombsexual  bias  found  in 
American  society;  although  of  a  some¬ 


what  similar  cultural  heritage,  the  North 
European  cultures  are  much  more  toler¬ 
ant.  Detailed  questionnaires  were  distrib¬ 
uted  by  various  means  in  both  urban  and 
non-urban  areas  in  the  three  countries, 
and  a  large  part  of  the  book  consists  of 
the  examination  of  the  results.  For  some¬ 
one  not  familiar,  with  studies  of  this  kind, 
the  effect  of  pages  upon  pages  of  statisti¬ 
cal  tables  is  a  bit  overwhelming;  and  the 
authors  wisely  make  the  book  accessible 
on  three  levels:  superficial  —  one  can  read 
introductions  and  conclusions  of  the  vari¬ 
ous  chapters;  detailed  —  the  methodology 
and  findings  are  discussed  in  greater  detail 
between  the  tabulations;  research  —  the 
many  pages  of  data  itself. 

Although  this  structure  tends  to  make 
a  straight-through  reading  repetitive,  it 
does  allow  one  some  access  to  otherwise 
formidable  research;  hopefully,  enthusi¬ 
asm  generated  by  the  activist  tone  and  the 
favorable  findings  (which  in  many  cases 
break  down  old  stereotypes)  will  encour¬ 
age  those  with  the  background  in  statistics 


WeWo,  I'm  ISO  lb*.  Z?yr*,bjoc 
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and/or  the  time  and  patience,  to  meticu¬ 
lously  examine  the  actual  data.  This  is  not 
as  dull  as  it  might  sound:  by  holding  one 
or  more  factors  constant  (for  example  re¬ 
ligion,  age,  locale  or  “worry-about-expos- 
ure”),  one  can  discover  the  correlation,  or 
lack  thereof,  between  these  and  other  fac¬ 
tors,  and  attempt  on  this  basis  to  answer 
questions  such  as,  “Do  people  who  are 
publicly  ‘out’  experience  more  or  less 
problems,  more  or  less  anxiety,  than  ‘clos¬ 
et  cases’?”;  “Are  older  homosexuals  really 
more  unhappy  and  lonely  than  the  young?” 
“Is  gay  society  strengthened  or  weakened 


by  a  tolerant  country?”  For  tentative  and 
often  surprising  answers  to  these  and  many 
more,  see  the  book! 

Although  there  are  many  problems  with 
the  sampling,  some  connected  to  the  diffi¬ 
culty  of  sampling  the  covert  part  of  the 
homosexual  population,  others  connected 
with  the  perspective  and  interpretation  of 
the  data  (for  example,  dealing  only  with 
males,  and  only  with  societal  interaction), 
it  is  still  a  beginning  in  objective  knowl¬ 
edge  about  ourselves  and  thus  a  powerful 
tool  in  the  fight  for  social  change.  -

While  making  a  feminist  film 
documentary  (“Three  Lives”)  in  London 
and  New  York,  and  trying  to  maintain  her 
quiet  artist’s  life  with  her  Japanese  husband 
Fumio,  she  had  to  deal  with  the  more  bi¬ 
zarre  aspects  of  what  she  calls  the  move¬ 
ment’s  ‘fascist’  era.”  Speaking  at  meetings 
all  over  the  country,  she  was  assaulted  by 
the  sisters:  ‘We  want  to  know  why  you 
signed  your  book.’  ‘Are  you  a  lesbian?’  Say 
it.  Are  you?’  When  Millet  revealed  her 
bisexuality,  she  was  promptly  branded,  as 
she  puts  it, -a  lesbian  in  ninety-three  lan¬ 
guages.’  That  coming  out  was  no  party. 

Setting  to  work  on  Flying  was  her  in¬ 
stinctive  response  to  the  strain  —  a  des¬ 
perate,  rambling  attempt  at  self-definition.
